University Professor Is 
New Hit on Television 


The most talked about tele¬ 
vision star in Hollywood is a 
university professor named Dr. 
Frank C. Baxter. Every Satur¬ 
day morning on KNXT, Chan¬ 
nel 2, in Los Angeles, Dr. Bax¬ 
ter conducts his “Shakespeare 
on TV,” reading with a wit and 
charm few professional per¬ 
formers can match. In less than 
six months he has won an au¬ 
dience of over 100 , 00 , nine 
awards, including Two Emmys 
from the Television Academy of 
Arts and Sciences, and a net¬ 
work contract for a coast-to 
coast show. 

If Baxter’s success has awed 
the television industry, it is no 
surprise to his students at the 
university. For years they have 
jammed his classrooms to hear 
his vivid readings of great 
English literature. They have 
voted him the most popular 
professor on the campus, and it 
has been said that Christmas 
dose not arrive at USC until Dr. 
Baxter recites Yuletide poems 
to an assembly of the student 
body and faculty. 

Television audiences have 
been equally charmed—and ed¬ 
ucated—by the brilliant Dr. 
Baxter. His commentaries are 
sometimes humorous, some¬ 
times dramatic, always excit¬ 
ing. Studio camera crews have, 
at times, broken down with 


laughter and been unable to 
perform their jobs. His narra¬ 
tions ripple smoothly through 
the 45-minute program, and 
achieve peaks of lyricism never 
before reached on the medium. 
In acknowledging the enthusi¬ 
asm of his fans, Baxter lowers 
liis mellifluous voice and pat¬ 
ently credits “my great script¬ 
writer— William Shakespeare.” 

Dr. aBxter, educated at the 
University of Pennsylvania and 
Cambridge, twinkles with anec¬

After the second award, he 
studied the audience for a mo¬ 
ment and said modestly: “I 
don’t know what I’m doing here 
among all you pros.” Toast¬ 
master Ed Sullivan snapped 
the reply which was only too 
obvious: “I’d say you were do¬ 
ing all right, Professor.”

People differ in their ability 
to stand hot weather. The fre¬ 
quently heard complaints about 
the heat are not always imag¬ 
inative as summer heat is in¬ 
deed a wretched experience for 
many individuals. Yet, with a 
few simple precautions, hot 
weather can be made moder¬ 
ately pleasant and quite safe. 

In the opinion of medical au¬ 
thorities, it is foolhardy for in¬ 
dividuals to stay out in the hot 
summer sun for more than a 
short period of time without a 
head covering of some sort. 

Siesta—Would Be Nice! 

Strenuous physical activity 
should always be sharply cur¬ 
tailed during hot weather. Peo¬ 
ple who live in hot climates, 
such as is found in the tropics 
have learned to move slowly; 
Indeed, during the hottest part 
of the day a siesta is taken. 
Although this commendable 
custom is not usually possible 
when people are working for a 
living, it is an excellent prac¬ 
tice for children, retired elders 
or the chronically ill. 

The cooling effect of bath¬ 
ing the body with tepid water 
is well known and is the estab¬ 
lished custom in many coun¬ 
tries. It has the additional ad¬ 
vantage of keeping the skin 
clean and so permits better 
functioning of the body’s cool¬ 
ing mechanism. 

Loose clothing also helps to 
keep the body comfortable 
since it permits free circulation 
of air. Hot, tight garments 
keep the heat confined to the 
body and hinder the evapora¬ 
tion of perspiration which is 
an important part of nature’s 
insulation system. Light col¬ 
ored materials, which reflect 
the sun’s rays, are cooler than 
dark colored stuffs that absorb 
the rays and so serve as a 
storage vehicle for heat. 

Light Meals Best 

Heavy meals are difficult to 
digest in hot weather. So it is 
a good habit to eat less on hot 
days. Meals should be well- 
balanced, however, and should 
not be limited to fruits and 
salads. 

Since it is estimated that the 
average person loses more than , 
two quarts of water and more 
than an ounce of salt from his 
body on a hot day, these sub¬ 
stances must be replaced in 
order that the body’s air-cool¬ 
ing system may function well. 

It is necessary, therefore, to 
drink plenty of water or fruit 
juice and use an extra pinch of 
salt at meals. 

This small amount of salt is 
usually enough although in¬ 
dividuals doing hard physical 
labor will require more. Active 
children may also need more 
salt which can be taken in the 
form of salted nuts or crackers. 

It is always unwise to take 
more salt than the body needs. 

Hot weather never agrees 
with some people but it is just 
possible that a few of the indi¬ 
viduals, who suffer so acutely 
from the heat, are breaking one 
or more of these summer health 
precautions.

T HE MAN WHO HOLDS seniority among 
Sierra Madre's service station men is Roy 
H. Pickett, a native of Council Grove, Kan¬ 
sas—a town so named because Indians and white 
men once held their council there. Although that 
phase was a little before his time, Roy grew up on 
a farm surrounded by landmarks of some of the 
most colorful "Santa Fe Trail history" in Kansas 
. . . Roy also is a good reference for quite a bit 
of Sierra Madre's history. He can still see, in his 
memory, the outlines of the old City Hall that 
once stood across the street from his Richfield 
station, "Pickett's Service," at 18 East Sierra 
Madre Boulevard, adjoining Robert's Market . . . 
how does a young Kansan find his way to Cali¬ 
fornia? Roy did it the hard way—by first serving 
aboard a U.S. Navy destroyer during World War I. 
After dodging torpedoes, some of which actually 
bounced off the destroyer's stern, Roy decided that 
a trip to California couldn't be TOO dangerous! 
. . . When he did head westward, there was a girl 
named Lucile from a neighboring farm who came 
along. That was in 1924, when the two of them 
decided that California AND a honeymoon would 


make a perfect combination! . . . Their first stop 
was Whittier, but in March, 1925, they settled in 
Sierra Madre because Roy had passed his exams 
for the post office here. Postmen, however, do a 
lot of walking, and Roy soon decided that for that 
amount of effort he might as well be running a 
gas station for Richfield at 52 North Baldwin—which 
he did from 1925 until 1931 ... In September of 
the latter year Roy moved to his present location, 
where the late Earl Olsen used to bring a relative 
of his—name of Jimmy Durante! . . . "Pickett's 
Service" also is famous for other kinds of celebri¬ 
ties—meaning, of course, its Richfield gas and oil, 
Goodyear tires, and other "star" products in the 
fields of lubrication and automobile maintenance. 
To complete his service, Roy has established a car- 
repair garage at the rear of his property, where 
J. M. Graham has been in charge for 12 years . . . 
Roy, who has four daughters and nine grandchil¬ 
dren, is a past president of Kiwanis in which he 
has been a member since 1935. A post commander 
of the American Legion here in 1930, he played 
first base for the Legion's ball club when they were 
league champs in 1932! . . . When you discover

to Roy sometime—and you'll know he sings BASS! 



GEORGENE SALISBURY 


I F THERE WERE a wolf whistle handy it might 
be the easiest way to describe Georgene M. 
Salisbury, one of Sierra Madre's businesswomen. 
It's just plain difficult to do it otherwise! . . . 
Writers of fiction have been trying it for years. 


Considering that she is Georgene of "Georgene's 
Flowers"—the downtown florist in the hotel patio, 
32 West Sierra Madre Boulevard—some of the 
boy-meets-girl plotters mi^ht find it "a natural" 
to describe her beauty as being "competitive" to 
her flowers . . . Trouble is, that wouldn't sound 
very business-like — and Georgene, with all her 
gentle manners, is so "business-like" that she 
worked for three days and two nights without 
ONE minute of sleep, last "Mother's Day!" . . . 
Although she lives with her mother in Arcadia, 
where her own house is now being built, Georgene 
thinks of herself as a Sierra Madrean. Since child¬ 
hood, she has made many friends here; one of 
them was the late Jessie Ward Russell, who owned 
Ward's Nursery for many years (which later be¬ 
came Barrett's Home Gardens) . . . Jessie, who 
was beloved here by so many, gave Georgene 
the guiding hand in opening "Georgene's Flowers" 
in August, 1952. Georgene had had plenty of 
experience in flower shops — all the way from 
Columbus, Georgia, to Arcadia—but finding the 
location and stock for her own enterprise was 
something else again . . . Georgene not only gives 


credit to Jessie for being great help, but also to 
the churches, clubs, and the many individuals in 
Sierra Madre who have encouraged her through 
their flower orders . . . Born in Los Angeles, 
Georgene's schooling included elementary grades 
in San Gabriel and Arcadia, and the Flintridge 
School for Girls which later became Anoakia . . . 
What did she study? Almost everything—but her 
mind was on flowers. Her first sale of flowers, in 
fact, occurred in early childhood after she had 
picked a handful from a Redondo Beach park (but 
PLEASE don't tell anybody!) She has been fasci¬ 
nated by the idea ever since . . . The human 
interest side of her business includes weddings, 
funerals, and Teen-Age problems. In the latter, 
the seriousness is absolutely SUPER COLOSSAL 
when it comes to a young man's dilemma in picking 
the right corsage for the right girl! ... In spite 
of her busy time, she still likes to swim, bowl, ice- 
skate, ride horses, paint, sew, and COOK! . . . 
Unbelievable? Sure. So is her long auburn hair, 
braided in a brushed-back halo, her deep brown 
eyes, her straight white teeth, and her— . . . 
Never mind! Where's that wolf whistle? 


NY SIERRA MADREAN COULD HIT the 
jackpot on a radio quiz program if he 
were asked: "Who is the only car dealer 
in Sierra Madre?" He could say two words—"Carl 
Hansen!"—and pick up the money . . . Carl, whose 
first two years were spent in Blackfoot, Idaho, has 
a better memory for the town of Mackay, same 
state, where his father—who was best known as 
"C. V."—operated two ranches, a stage line, and 
a livery stable. That's where Carl learned to love 
horses! . . . When the stage lines in that rugged 
country showed signs of giving way to a more 
mechanized form of travel, Carl's father became 
the dealer for Fords and Buicks, in 1910. In those 
days, none of the Hansens minded the least bit 
if somebody hollered: "Get a horse!" In fact, they 
sometimes were inclined to agree with the popular 
opinion of that day . . . Carl moved to Los Angeles 
in May, 1923, after receiving a letter from a 
friend during the previous winter, describing how 
the friend, enjoying the California climate, had 
"just eaten strawberries for breakfast!" Carl, who 
was hip-deep in Idaho snow at the time, decided 
to pack-out for Southern California by the quickest 


RR, bus line, stage line, or horse available! . . . 
After becoming a Ford salesman in Los Angeles 
for one year, Carl moved to Pasadena where he 
worked for Ford from 1924 until 1937, still selling 
cars. When the Ford agency was offered in Sierra 
Madre in 1937, Carl grabbed it! . . . His business 
location then became 37 West Sierra Madre Boule¬ 
vard, next to Sierra Madre Hardware. By that time, 
he and his wife, Sally, had been married for seven 
years. She originally was from South Dakota, but 
they met in Pasadena in 1928. How? Through her 
uncle from South Dakota who was in the automobile 
business! . . . Aside from his family life—he and 
Sally have an 18-year-old son, "C. V."—Carl's two 
loves are still automobiles and horses.

TELL YOUR HEIRS ABOUT 
YOUR BUSINESS 

As a rule, your will is too im¬ 
portant to clutter with detailed 
facts and advice to your surviv¬ 
ors. It is not the place to tell 
where you keep your important 
papers. But your survivors, for 
example, should know. They 
might need these papers in pro¬ 
bate proceedings or to carry on 
your business. Some of these pa¬ 
pers might bear on your surviv¬ 
ors’ actions. 

So put these vital facts in a 
letter to your survivors: 

Where are your personal ac¬ 
count books? Letters about your 
business affairs? Your cancelled 
checks and receipts? These facts 
will protect your estate from 
false claims. 

Besides current bills, do you 
have any debts? If so, list them 
and your creditors. Where are 
the copies of your income tax 
return? Your car pink slip? 

Do you handle people’s prop¬ 
erty? Then note where you keep 
such records.

They may 
cover your family as well as 
yourself. Your family may wish 
to continue them. 

Do you own real estate? Where 
are the deeds and title insurance 
policies? Do your records show 
capital gains basis for your real 
estate and what you invested in 
any piece of real property? Tell 
your heirs what you think you 
should do about your real es¬ 
tate and other property. ■ 

Do your records show which 
property is separate and which 
is community? How the court 
divides your property may rest 
on these records. Besides, good 
records may save tax dollars. 

If you own stocks, bonds, or 
other securities, where are your 
records? 

In each of these matters you 
may have in mind certain per¬ 
sons best able to handle them. 
Make note of them. List all per¬ 
sons whose advice you think will 
help your survivors. And in all 
matters, give names of firms you 
have dealt with. Also, name the 
persons you have dealt with in 
these firms.
